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REPORT OF SELECTMEN AND OVERSEERS OF 
| THE POOR 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 


Herewith the Selectmen’s report for the year ending December 
31st, 1919. Appended are reports of the various officers elective 
and appointive and a full statement of the receipts and expen- 
ditures to above date. 

The Board organized as follows:—Michael J. Hawkins, Chair- 
man, Timothy E. Delaney. Clerk, Henry M. Stowell. 


Finances— 


Notes to amount of $33,800 paid during 1919. 
School bonds amounting to $155,000 issued in 1919; also Nor- 
folk County Hospital notes to the amount of $12,419.08. 
Total town debt December 31, 1919 amounted to $406,059.08. 


Poor Department— 


Expenses for this department have been $14,514.98, an increase 
of about $2,500 over 1918. 

There are but two inmates now at the Canton almshouse: 13 
families are being aided by the town, besides several individuals 
who are boarded in private families or at institutions. Four 
of these families come under the provisions of the Mother’s Aid 
Act, whereby the Town is reimbursed by the State for one-third 
of the total of each family’s expense. : 


Insurance—— 


This year we have had all the steam boilers in town buildings, 
namely, at the town hall, schools and public library, insured with 
a Liability Company. This seemed wise, as this protection to 
the town, which includes two yearly inspections, did not cost 
but a few dollars per year more than we were paying for inspec- 
tions alone. 


Town Hall— 


Small repairs as needed were made during the past year. 
We recommend that an appropriation be made at the Annual 
Town Meeting for painting and decorating the interior of the 
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Town Hall. The Town Hall is the natural place for strangers 
to come to when arriving in town, and many out-of-town visitors 
have remarked on the good appearance of our Town Hall build- 
ing, particularly since the grounds were graded and walks built. 
There is no doubt that the character of a town is judged in part, 
at least, by the appearance of it’s public buildings, so as a Town 
we should take pride in having this building well taken care of, 
both inside and outside. 


Indexing Town Records— 


One of the improvements made during the past year is the in- 
dexing of the town meeting records from the year 1724 up to the 
present time. 

The indexing has been done in a similar manner as the index 
of the Laws and Resolves and has made it possible to ascertain 
in a moment’s time what action has been taken by the Town, 
or its officers, on any particular subject. 

We believe we are pioneers in this work and time will demon- 
strate its value. 


Tool House— 


The question of a tool house has been before the Town for some 
time. We are acquiring tools and machinery from time to time and 
no adequate place in which to store it. We should have a suitable 
place to store our steam roller, scraper, grader, sweeper etc. The 
Town is paying for storage room that does not meet the require- 
ments. 

We recommend that action be taken this year to build a tool 
house, which the Town is sadly in need of. 


Transportation— 


The Norfolk & Bristol Street Railway Co., ceased operating 
August 15th, 1919. The Selectmen of the five towns served by 
this Railway Company have held several meetings and hearings | 
with the purpose of having street car service resumed. 

Two or three proposals requiring financial assistance from the 
different towns, were received from the Railroad Officials, and 
were rejected by the majority of the various Selectmen. Auto 
busses were arranged for by your Selectmen to fill the transpor- 
tation requirements of the towns people. At the present writing 
the Walpole Omnibus Company is furnishing transportation 
with the sanction and approval of the Selectmen. . 

We are of the opinion that the owners of the Norfolk & Bris- 
tol St. Railway will not operate the road under the conditions 
that existed at the time they ceased to operate. Within a short 
time we believe the different towns will be asked to take over the 
property and operate as a municipal affair, or that private capital 
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in the different towns involved be forthcoming, if we are to have 
the electric cars once more operating through our town. 


Law— 


Orestes T. Doe, Town Counsel has handled the legal matters 
of the Town in a satisfactory manner. The Farnsworth suit 
has .been settled without going before a jury, in a wholly satis- 
factory manner for the Town. There is one small suit pending 
that has not come up for action before the Court that we believe 
will be adjusted without expense to the Town. 


Police Department— 


Thomas P. Leonard, Chief, William Crowley, Captain, East 
Walpole, Levi Mattocks, Patrolman, Centre. There are ten . 
officers appointed for special work. Increases in salary were 
granted to the above named officers in August 1919. ‘The re- 
muneration for this work is yet considerably lower than is paid 
by other towns and in other lines of industry. 


Town Engineer— 


Mr. G. H. Brehm was reappointed Town Engineer. A de- 
tailed report from him is also appended. 

We believe he has done good work in the care of our roads. 
Most of the work done this past year is of so-called permanent 
construction and should last for years. More money was spent 
on Union Street than was originally intended by doing a pene- 
tration job instead of a water bound macadam. Common Street 
as far as the railroad bridge, with intersections, has also heen done 
in good shape, but owing to the rainy weather at the time the 
surface in places is not as smooth as it might be, but with the ad- 
vent of warm weather it can be put in shape with tar or cold patch 
at a very slight expense. The drainage of Clarke Ave. was a large 
item of expense taken out of the Common Street appropriation. 

The drain originally on Clarke Ave. was improperly installed 
some twenty years ago, it was absolutely necessary to renew 
it this year that Common street be properly draincd. 

As per agreement with the County Commissioners they are 
ready to reimburse the town $2,000 on this Common street job. 
The State Highway Commission agreed in somewhat like manner 
and for the same amount, but owing to a few technicalities and 
objections on their part as to the way and width of the street 
are concerned, there is a hesitancy on their part to re-imburse 
the Town the full amount. We believe this. matter will be ad- 
justed satisfactorily by the time this report is in the hands of 
the citizens. 

Elm Street, Washington Street from Common to Foxboro line, 
School Street from East to Kendall, Fuller Ave., and Rhodes 
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Ave., picked up .and rolled and given one or more coats of oil. 
Several other streets that will be shown in Engineer’s report also 
cared for and treated with oil. 

Many latest type catch basins were installed on the various — 
streets and all other small jobs that arose from time to time at- 
tended to. 

Concrete sidewalks were built on Maple St., Clarke Ave., and 
on Stone St., from School St., to the Wrentham branch railroad 
bridge. Gravel walks with stone dust top also laid on other 
streets as shown in Engineer’s report. 

Laborers were paid a higher rate this year, also the cost of ma- 
terial in line with the times was considerably higher. 

The salary of the Town Engineer was increased last August 
Ist on the basis of $2,250 per year. 

For further particulars pertaining to the highway department 
' we respectfully refer you to the Engineer’s report. 

In closing, we wish to express appreciation to department heads 
and employees under our supervision. Their loyalty and co- 
operation has been a source of great satisfaction to us and we al- 
so thank those public spirited citizens who have offered constructive 
criticism and suggestions toward betterments and the solving of 
problems which have confronted us in the administration of Town 
affairs.

Sir: 


As directed by you I have made an audit of the accounts of the 
Town of Walpole for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1919, 
and submit the following report: 


The financial transactions of the town as recorded on the books 
of the several departments were examined and checked in detail. 


The books in the town accountant’s office were examined and 
compared with the books in the various departments receiving 
or disbursing money for the town, the appropriation accounts 
were checked with the town clerk’s records of appropriations voted 
by the Town, and the recorded receipts were checked with the 
schedules of departmental payments to the treasurer and with 
the treasurer’s cash book. The reported expenditures were checked 
with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the treasurer to dis- 
burse town funds, and with the treasurer’s cash book. 


The original vouchers and pay-rolls were examined and checked 
to the classification book, and the classification book was com- 
pared with the appropriation accounts. 


The ledger postings were checked with the books of original 
entries, the ledger was footed, a trial balance was taken off prov- 
ing the ledger to be in balance, and a balance sheet prepared show- 
ing the financial condition of the town as of December 31, 1919. 


The books in the accountant’s office have been kept in the usual 
careful and painstaking manner; all entries are made promptly, 
and the accounts serve as an accurate check on the financial trans- 
actions of the several departments. 


The treasurer’s books were checked and comparison was made 
with the books in the accountant’s office. The reported receipts 
were checked with the departmental records of payments to the 
treasurer. The payments were checked to the warrants au- 

thorizing the same and with the accountant’s books. 
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The cash book was footed, the cash on hand was counted on 
December 31, 1919, and bank balances were reconciled proving 
the balance of the treasurer’s cash book at the close of the year. 


The several trust funds in the custody of the treasurer were 
verified by examining the savings bank books, and were found to 
be properly recorded. | 


The committed accounts of the collector were examined and 
checked by listing the outstandmg accounts, which were proved 
to the control accounts in the accountant’s ledger. 


The abatements were checked to the notices of abatements 
granted by the assessors, and the total of the assessors’ commit- 
ment of taxes was verified. 


The outstanding tax accounts were further verified by mailing 
one hundred notices to persons whose names appeared on the 
books as owing money to the Town, and as no replies were received 
stating that payments had been made other than as shown on the 
books, I am satisfied that the accounts are correct: 


The collector’s reported payments to the treasurer were checked 
to the treasurer’s books. 


The books and accounts of the water department were ex- 
amined and checked, the commitments were verified, the outstand- 
ing accounts were listed and compared with the accountant’s 
books, the abatements were checked, and the reported payments . 
to the treasurer were verified by comparison with the treasurer’s 
and the accountant’s books. 


Wherever abatements are granted or any change made in the 
commitment of charges, the accountant should be promptly notified 
in order that the books may be kept up to date at all times. 


In addition to the departments and accounts mentioned, the 
records of receipts from licesnses, use of Town Hall, sealing of 
weights and measures, library fines, etc., were examined, and 
recorded payments.to the treasurer were verified by comparison 
with the treasurer’s and the accountant’s books. , 


All departments collecting money for the Town or rendering 
services and furnishing materials for which the Town is to be reim- 
bursed, should keep a complete record of all such transactions, 
in order that a proper checking of the financial transactions of the 
several departments may be made. 


Appended to this report are tables showing a reconciliation 
of the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax, assessment, and 
water accounts; also tables showing receipts for use of the Town - 
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Hall, from sealing of weights and measures, and from library 
fines, together with statements relative to the several trust funds, 
and a balance sheet. 

For the co-operation received and assistance rendered by the 
several departmental officials while I was engaged in making 
the audit, I wish, on behalf of myself and my assistant, to ex- 
press my appreciation.

During the year 249 complaints were investigated in which no 
arrests were made. Ten (10) patients were apprehended for various 
State Institutions, one insane person was committed to an In- 
sane Hospital, and four (4) boys who had run away from home 


_ were returned to their parents. 


Owing to the conditions existing throughout the country, most | 
cities and towns are increasing the number of regular police, and 
many of the smaller towns have doubled their force, and I recom- 
mend that at least one more regular patrolman be added to the 
force, so that the town may be thoroughly covered. During the 
day, one man has to cover the entire town, and as calls are made 
frequently upon the Chief to go to South Walpole or East Wal- 
pole or the out lying districts, the Center is left uncovered. 


Again I would call attention to the great need of an automo- 
bile for this department. At present we are dependant on the local 
garage for machines, and many times we must wait a long time 
before we can get service, for instance, when all the garage ma- 
chines are out, or late at night when there is no one at the garage. 
During the past year we have had many urgent calls, and in most 
eases have had to hail passing machines to take us to the scene of 
the trouble. I recommend that the town purchase a touring car 
for the police that can be converted into an ambulance, so that 
in case of a serious accident anywhere in town there will be no 
delay in getting an injured person to a hospital. 


As in former years I recommend that the old cells in the Town 
Hall be replaced with rew steel cells, the old cells being very un- 
sanitary. 


* In conclusion, I wish to thank the towns-people their assis- 


tance to the police in reporting matters that have come to their 
attention, and in various other ways. Also, I wish to thank the 
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other members of the department for their hearty co-operation 
and interest in their work.

REPORT OF.THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


T'o the Citizens of Walpole: 


The following ‘3 respectfully submitted: | 

The year 1€19 will be remembered in its beginning, for the 
second onset of influenza which occurred in January, and con- 
tinued, slowly decreasing, until the latter part of F ebruary. The 
disease pursued, however, a much milder course than the first 
visitation of the previous Fall and affected about one third of 
the number of people. Since this time there has been no epidemic, 
altho scarlet fever rose considerably above the average for the | 
past few years. 

Housing conditions demand our attention more than ever bee 
fore. The older tenements are needing much in the way of re- 
pairs and these the landlord should be asked and compelled if 
necessary to effect these repairs. Tenants are often neglectful 
of the owners’ property but it is the duty of the owner to see that 
sanitary conditions are provided, and so maintained. There 
is due need in Walpole of at least fifty and perhaps many more 
modern tenements but owing to present costs of construction it 
is hard to see where these are coming from unless building as- 
sociations are formed and buy materials in quantity. It is es- 
timated that the town would soon add one thousand people to 
its population were the necessary housing conditions furnished. 
Numbers of families in adjacent towns are ready to move here 
when opportunity offers. | 


Milk Supply 


Fifteen milk licenses have been issued. Twenty samples of 
milk have been taken for examination during the last quarter 
of the year and examined particularly for bacteria, solids and fats, 
with altogether satisfactory results. Those whose samples fell 
‘below the requirements have had the results brought to their 
- attention, and subsequent analyses showed improvement. 


Slaughtering 


Licenses have been issued to the number of three. t 
It is necessary for the benefit of the town that there should 
be a curtailment in the number of licenses issued the coming year, 
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and for the sanitary benefits derived it is deemed best that those 
who are best equipped to handle the work should receive the 
patronage. also that the hours for slaughtering should not con- 
flict. That no slaughtering be done until the mspector is pres- 
ent, thereby conforming to the law, and that one is not allowed 
to slaughter for home use even of an animal over six months with- 
out the inspector of slaughtering is present at the time. The 
report of the inspector is appended.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


For the year 1919, I have made 187 inspection calls. Nine 
cows have been condemned with tuberculosis and killed. One 
horse was condemned with glanders and killed. One hundred 
twelve swine died with cholera and pneumonia. 

The Department of Animal Industry advise swine being inocu- 
lated to prevent cholera and many owners: have had it done.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF FIRE ALARM 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I herewith take pleasure in submitting to you a report of the do- 


ings of the Fire Alarm Department for the vear ending Decem- 


ber 31st, 1919. 

During this period no less than 48 fire alarm signals, 4 no-school 
signals and upwards to 20 other signals of information, have been 
sent over the system, and in each case no box failed to fully per- 
form its function, and the instances are rare in which all of the 
sounding apparatus failed to act as desired. 

Probably the most untoward event which has occurred, con- 
cerning the Fire Alarm system, during the year, was the closing 
down of the Power House of the Norfolk & Bristol Street Railway, 
in the late summer. ‘This did away with the service of the whistle 
in that part of the town, which has been a serious handicap, to 
not only the citizens of South Walpole, but other parts of the 
town have been dependent upon that whistle for alarms, etc, 
according to the direction of the wind. 

An electric horn has been temporarily established in the square 
at South Walpole and although it does not fully fulfill the ser- 
vice of the whistle, still it has been able to keep the central part 
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of that village informed as to occurrences that were taking place. 

The closing down of the Power House also took away the facility 
of charging our storage battery, but inasmuch as the motor genera- 
tor set, which was authorized by the Town at its March Meeting, 
had been installed but two weeks before that time, our service in 
this respect was not interfered with. This was very fortunate 
because without the charging current our service could last only 
about 60 hours. 


New Boxess: 


New boxes of the improved type have been installed at the 
corner of West and Elm Streets, Pleasant and Coney Streets 
and on Washington Street, opposite Hollingsworth & Vose Mill. 
The boxes that were on those locations have either been trans- 
ferred or disposed of to the best advantage of the town. 

I have endeavored to cause the various manufacturing plants, 
having the older type of Fire Alarm Boxes on their premises, to 
see the wisdom of adopting the new style box as recommended by 
the Insurance Interests, but as yet, but one of the concerns of the 
town have done so. I am in hopes before the coming year expires 
that more of our concerns Will see the benefit of having the improved 
boxes on their plants. | 

An effort has been made to reconstruct the line in East Walpole 
from Bird Street to the Norwood line on Washington Street, but 
on account of the scarcity of labor, and other features, it was 
only possible to reconstruct that part on Washington Street. from 
the Railroad Bridge to the Norwood Line. It is hoped that we 
shall be able to reconstruct the balance, the early part of the 
coming season. 

For some years past, it has been the desire to change the num- 
bers of various boxes to conform to the latest modern ideas, but 
some impediments, which have heretofore existed, have preven- 
ted that change. However, during the early part of the summer 
these impediments were removed and it was possible to change 
the numbers to conform to the standards, before mentioned, and 
enable us, in the future, to maintain those standards in the estab- 
lishment of additional boxes. 

A new set of battery plates, which we anticipated would be called 
for during the year, have been purchased, but only a few have 
been used, it having been possible to make the old plates do for 
a longer period, but without doubt the entire lot will have to be 
replaced early during the year 1920. : 

There are several places in town, at the present time, that de- 
serve the location of a Fire Alarm Box therein, the most impor- 
tant being at the corner of Washington and Peach Streets, North 
and Gould Streets, and at the corner of Washington and Bullard 
Streets. In regard to the last location it is the intention to move 
the box that is located at the corner of Main and Mylod Streets 
to the corner of Main and Bullard Streets, and establish a new 
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bex at the corner of Main and Fisher Streets. The additional 
building that is taking place in Plimpton Park, makes this seem 
quite necessary. 

An estimate of the cost of these changes will be presented at 
the coming Town Meeting and I trust that for those property 
interests concerned that the Town will take favorable action. 

Although the duties attendant upon the System are becoming 
more arduous every day, I do not ask for any increase in salary, 
unless the Town seems fit to grant the same, but suggest that what- 
ever funds it is possible to raise be put into the expansion of the 
system. 

I desire to express my appreciation and thanks to all those in 
the Town who have in any way contributed to make the Fire 
Alarm more efficient and serviceable to the citizens of the Town.

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REPORT OF TREE WARDEN AND LOCAL MOTH 
SUPERINTENDENT 


Walpole, Mass., Dec. 31, 1919. 
To the Board of Selectmen: 


There is little to add to previous reports covering the Tree 
Warden and Moth Work. 

In the Tree Warden Department the money has all been spent 
in looking after the shade trees along the highway. The over 
draft in this Department is entirely a book-keeping matter in- 
asmuch as your Board asked the Tree Department to trim out some 
bad places along the highway. This had formerly been done by 
another department and last year no appropriation was made 
for this work. In the 1920 budget this should be considered 
and added to the usual appropriation for tree work. — 


In spite of the fact that very bad infestations on gypsies occurred - 


last year, and although in some places this is the second year of 
infestation, except in a very few instances, there has been no 
killing of trees. We must keep everlastingly at it with creosoting 
the nests in the winter time and early Spring and with spraying 
and we will save our trees.: 

Very recently we found quite an infestation of brown-tail moths 
in East Walpole. The work of cleaning these out was given to 
. the Boy Scouts under the supervision’ of B. D. Rogers who kindly 
offered to do this. The Scouts we paid by count of nests. Up 
to this writing 800 nests have been gathered in. This is a fine 
piece of work and we believe means a complete clean up of brown- 
tails in the eastern end of the town this year. 

We cannot urge too strongly that property owners get creo- 
sote and paint the nests this winter on their own property. While 
it seems a large task, if taken soon enough and something done 
on it at odd times, it isn’t too big a job and it all counts in the fight 
against these pests. The town will furnish the creosote free to 
all property owners who will undertake this work. <A great deal 
more can be accomplished in this winter work by killing the nests 


than can ever be done in the Spring by spraying for the cater-~ 


pillars. One daub of the brush on a gypsy nest.kills from 3 to 
500 caterpillars and where the painting can be easily done, it is 
the most effective way of exterminating this pest.

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THE NINTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE WALPOLE 
VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


The work of the Association has been carried on as usual under 
the direction of the Board of Officers at their regular monthly’ 
meetings held the second Tuesday of each month. 

Reports of the work were made from time to time by the different 
committees as well as the nursing committee who submited the 
report of the nurse’s work. 

The Association has just passed the ten year mark, it was in- 
corporated in 1909 and was started for the welfare and benefit 
of the entire community. At that time it was hoped that it could 
be supported by the entire community, that is by their member- 
ship, every citizen in town was invited to join and by paying 
one dollar per year they became members of the Association. 

The membership list has decreased and to-day the faithful 
few are carrying on the work of the Association that the com- 
munity may have the benefit of skilled and careful attention 
at a very small fee. 

Owing to the increase in expenses it was thought expedient 
at the annual meeting to raise the nurse’s fee, in order that we could 
still maintain the services of a skilled, trained nurse at a small 
fee for the benefit of the community. 

In December we were asked to accept the resignation of our 
nurse, Miss Alice R. Parker, which we did with much regret. Miss 
Parker had been with us fora little over two years and had 
won her own place in the community through her interest and 
cooperation with all interested in the cause for which she was work- 
ing. Miss Parker has left for further study in public health work. 

We are very fortunate in having secured Miss Alice Weston 
to continue the work and at this time when so much is being done 
along this line, we feel that Miss Weston will be ready to cooper- 
ate in all public health work and we invite all interested, to at- 
tend the baby clinics which Miss Weston has established at the 
Public Health Centre in Plimpton’s Block. 

The automobile which we purchased over a year ago has proved 
a necessity and a great convenience, altho an additional expense. 
The former Norfolk and Bristol Street Railway always furnished 
the nurse with free transportation. 

The Edward Everett Hale Lend-a-Hand Club have furnished 
the drugs and necessary outfit for the nurse’s work, the Lewis 
Mfg. Co., have supplied gauze and other supplies. The town has 
given us generous support and we take this opportunity to thank 
all who have helped in the work and made good results possible.

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REPORT OF TOWN ENGINEER 


Walpole, Mass., Dec. 31, 1919. 
To the H onorable Board of Selectmen: 
Walpole, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 


The general arrangement of this report will’ differ somewhat 
from past years. First we will present a general review of the 
work the past year with tables showing the unit and aggregate 
cost of the various jobs and closing with recommendations for 
the ensuing year. 

A small overdraft was necessary in this department and we 


_ feel an explanation at this time stating a few reasons would be 


fitting, First we raised all labor 33 1-3 per cent which meant 
an increase in expenditures of about $2,500. The construction 
of Union Street in East Walpole was changed to a Bituminous 
Macadam, causing an increased expenditure of $800. It was 
impossible to get enough local stone hauled to our crusher and 
we were therefore forced to import 650 tons which cost about 
$500 more than our local stone. 

We will not take up space in this report to itemize the various 
appropriations on account of the thoroughly itemized report 
of our Town Accountant.

Crushing Stone. 


Approximately 930 tons of stone was hauled to our crusher 
at East Walpole and crushed at a total cost of $1,620.14, 
including the cost of the stone. It was very difficult to get 
field stone at a reasonable price during the summer months 
because every one was busy, and receiving large money for 
their trucks at other work. We hope to be able to start 
hauling stone to our crusher during the winter months and 
early spring so we can have a season’s supply on hand when - 
the construction work opens up the ensuing year. 
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It is, however, a very unsatisfactory method of getting 
stone and we would again recommend that a ledge be obtained 
and an up-to-date crushing plant erected. 

The price of $1,620 includes a great many small repairs 
on our engine which we will not have the ensuing year, so 
we hope to reduce the cost of our stone considerably. 

The cost of the various items follow.

Bituminous Macadam. 


6,018 square yards of 6 inch Bituminous Macadam was 
constructed on Common Street from Main Street to the 
Railroad Bridge at a total cost of $15,656.73 or $2.60 per 
square yard. 

The old gravel road was so high and had each a severe 
crown (1 1-2 inch per ft.) that a great deal of excavating 
was necessary to get the roadway down to the proper grade 
to conform to the sidewalks and trolley tracks. The average 
cut being 14’’ and the total amount of earth removed 3,250 
cubic yards. The best of this material was used in resur- 
facing other streets. ‘The poor material was sold for 15 cents 
per load to persons along the street desiring same. ; 

The cost of drainage exceeded the estimate because it was 
found that a 10’’ pipe running down Clark Ave. was filled 
with dirt and roots and had to be dug up and relaid practi- 
cally its entire length, the average cut being 10 ft. We feel 
sure the public cannot help but notice and appreciate the 
better drainage conditions especially in front of the Library 
and at Clark Ave. 

The roadway consisted of a 4’’ sand-filled stone base and 
a 2’’ top. The unit cost of the various items follow.

| 3,480 square yards of Bituminous Macadam was con- 
structed on Union Street at a total cost of $3,388.79. 
On account of the excellent condition of the old road sur- 
face it was only necessary to reshape the roadway with a 
grading machine and apply 2’’ of stone on the old road as 
a base. The stone was then penetrated and sealed with 
2 gallons of asphalt per square yard. The unit cost of the 
work follows.

Concrete Sidewalks. 


Concrete sidewalks were laid on Maple Street, Stone Street, 
and Clark Ave. 

Maple Street sidewalk was constructed by our own street 
force directly on top of the existing surface as a base and’ 


—r e a, 
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very little grading was necessary. 136 feet of retaining wall 
wag also laid along the Spear residence. No charge was 
made for the granite curb used for this purpose as it was on 
hand. 

On Clark Ave. it was necessary to construct about 200 
feet of 18 inch cinder base. The concrete work was done | 
by contract at 98c per square yard, including all labor, the Town 
furnishing all materials. The cost of Clark Ave. also in- 
cludes the loaming and grading of a 6 foot grass plot. 

Although a base had been constructed on Stone Street 
it was necessary to reshape and regrade this base before the 
walk could be laid. Of the 530.1 square yards of sidewalk 
laid 395.1 yards were laid by contract at 98c¢ per square yard, 
including all labor, Town furnishing all materials, and 135 
yards were laid’ by contract, including all labor and ma- 
terials, at $2.40 per square yard. 

The unit cost of the various jobs follow. 
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Resurfacing Streets. 


This work consisted of spiking up the old roadway, re- 
shaping with new gravel, where necessary, and thoroughly 
wetting and rolling. An application of 45 per cent Asphal- 
tic Oil at the rate of 1-4 gallon per square yard followed in 
about 30 days with an application of 65 per cent Asphaltic 
Oil at the rate of 1-4 gallon per square yard was then ap- 
plied. 

A good example of this type of construction is the Med- 
field Road and Washington Street to South Walpole. 

These roads have withstood the traffic very well and we 
believe with a little patching in the spring and an applica- 
tion of oil the road surface will last for a few seasons to come. 
It will be seen from the table that the Medfield Road cost 
19.9¢ per square yard and we feel the difference in riding 
over this road today and last June cannot help but be ap- 
preciated by all who use it.

On our main streets in good shape we used a 65 per cent 
Asphaltic Oil and on our dirt and worn gravel roads we used | 
a dust laying oil of 30 per cent.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House'of Representatives in 
General Court assembled and by the authority of the same, as 
follows :— 
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Section 1. For the purpose of constructing and equip- 
ping school buildings and procuring land therefor, the 
town of Walpole may borrow a sum not exceeding twenty- 
five thousand dollars, in excess of the statutory limit of 
indebtedness, and may issue notes or bonds therefor. 
Such notes or bonds shall bear on their face the words, 
Walpole School Loan, Act of 1919, shall be payable 
by such annual payments, beginning not more than 
one year after their respective dates, as will extinguish 
each loan within twenty years from its date, and the 
amount of such annual payment in any year shall not 
be less than the amount of the principal of the loan pay- 
able in any subsequent year. Each authorized issue 
of notes or bonds shall constitute a separate loan. Said 
notes or bonds shall bear interest at a rate to be fixed by 
the town treasurer, with the approval of the selectmen. 


The town may sell the said securities, at public or 
private sale, upon such terms and conditions as it may 
deem proper, but not for less than their par value, and the 
proceeds, except premiums, shall be used only for the 
purposes herein specified. 


Section 2. The town shall, at the time of authorizing 
the said loan or loans, provide for the payment thereof 
in accordance with the provisions of section one of this 
act, and when a vote to that effect has been passed, a 
sum sufficient to pay the interest as it accrues on the 
notes or bonds and to make such payments on the princi- 
pal as may be required by this act, shall, without further 
vote, be assessed by the assessors of the town annually 
thereafter, in the same manner as other taxes, until 
the debt incurred by the loan or loans is extinguished. 


Section 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

In estimating our budget for 1919 each item of expenditure 
was scrutinized and carefully considered, and the amount allowed 
kept to the lowest possible figure, consistent with good service. 
Our budget called for an appropriation of $3450.00 and this amount 
was reduced by the town to the amount of $3300.00 This cur- 
tailment prohibited the purchase of any books after July Ist. 

The citizens of the town must bear in mind that all expenses 
are increasing and the cost of maintaining the Walpole Public 
Library is no exception. 

We need more funds in order to! increase salaries, to bring them 
up to a point where they will be fair and comparable with other 
salaries for work of this nature. 

We need an appropriation this year of $4,413.28, and this, with 
our interest on funds, and our usual receipts from fines collected 
at the Library, will give us a total amount of $4,663.28, to be 
used for the maintenance of the Library.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 
To the Trustees of the Walpole Public Library: ) 


I herewith submit my report for the year ending December 
31,1919. 

The circulation for the year shows an increase of 5,527 books; 
40,529 books being circulated for home use against 35, 002 of the 
preceeding year. The circulation has been as follows:— 


Books issued 1918 1919 
From Central Library 23 , 597 27 ,641 
From East Walpole 8 , 905 10 ,395 
From South Walpole 1,303 1,599 
From North Wlapole 1,197 894 
35 ,002 40 ,529 


An interesting statement of the reading capacity of Walpole 
is as follows; from a population of about 6,000 persons, 2,716 
are registered as borrowers at the library, and have read 40, 529 
books or 15 apiece during the’ year. 

Our work with the schools is steadily increasing, 2,964 books 
and pictures were loaned during the year. At the beginning of 
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the fall term a collection of 75 books was loaned to the High School 
Library. These books have already circulated over 300 times 
from the school. <A similar report comes from the school in South 
Walpole; a collection of 25 books has circulated 106 times. In 
order to keep up this good work and to cope with the constant 
and ever increasing demand of the schools, a school duplicate 
collection is needed. A very small beginning was made on this 
collection Jast year, but, owing to the lack of funds, has been dis- 
continued. We are, therefore, still depending wholly on our juve- 
- nile shelves for much of our school work. 

In connection with this school work I would suggest that more 
pictures be added to our collection. This could be done at com- 
paratively small cost by purchasing from time to time the ex- 
cellent series of pictures printed by the National Geographic 
Magazine and by subscribing to the Mentor. | 

A few needed additions were made to the Reference department, 
the most notable being the New International Encyclopaedia 
and the first two volumes of the History of American Literature. 


Much serious attention has been given, during the year, to the 


care of pamphlets. All loose pamphlet material, difficult to care 
for and not of sufficient value to bind, is being catalogued and 
filed in pamphlet boxes or Gaylord binders, with class number 
and title outside. When properly filed this material may be easily 
kept up to date and usable. Under present conditions, with the 
pamphlets kept in various places and not properly indexed, it 
is hard to find just what we have on a given subject at short no- 
tice. The work will be completed early in the coming year when 
the difficulty of not having the proper place to file this material 
will be overcome by the purchase of sufficient pamphlet boxes. 

The story-hour, now in its eighth year, was again started in 
November, the pupils of the third, fourth, and fifth grades, and 
those from the upper grades, who desire to come, being invited 
every Saturday morning at half past etn. The average atten- 
dance so far this year has been 15. The story-hour closes with 
the Spring vacation. 

The “Children’s Book Week’’ was held in December. A col- 
lection of over 50 books, a few of the best books published for 
children during the fall, was shown. The corner was attractive- 
ly arranged with the addition of posters and the slogan “‘More 
books in the home.’ This is the fourth year that the library 
has held this ‘‘Book Week’”’ and, in spite of the high cost of books, 
people have continued to show their interest in it and to take 
advantage of the help in the selection of books as gifts.

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REPORT OF THE WATER COMMISSIONERS 


The Board of Water Commissioners herewith present their 
annual report for the year ending December 31, 1919. 

As in former years, the report contains a detailed statement of 
the receipts and expenditures, together with statistics concern- 
ing the plant. 

During the past year very little construction work has been 
done except installing the new Motor Driven Pump, and con- 
necting same with the new Well System. 

The new pump was started for the first time on June 20th, 
nearly ten months after the order was given, it has been running 
every day since it was started, and is doing good work, and at 
about the same cost per million gallons pumped as the old steam 
plant, but with a saving of about 33 per cent in labor costs as 
two men are now doing the work formally done by four. | 

The new supply is now completed, and in use every day. The 
new Stand Pipe was completed early in the year, and was im- 
mediately put in commission. We now have a storage capacity 
of about one and three quarter million gallons 

No extensions of street mains have been made, and only nine 
service connections made, two of these being 6 inch, for mill fire 
protection.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 


The School Committee submits herewith its report for the year 
ending, December 31, 1919. 

Early in September Mr. Harrie J. Phipps resigned as Superin- 
tendent to take up a like position in the Danvers, Massachusetts 
schools. The excellent work accomplished by Mr. Phipps dur- 
ing his year of service in Walpole was much appreciated by the 
Committee who wish him continued success in his chosen field 
of labor. 

The Committee after carefully considering several candidates 
unanimously elected Mr. Ralph Wells Westcott to fill the va- 
cancy. Mr. Westcott is a native of Illinois but has been a resi- 
dent of this state since his graduation from Amherst College in 
1913. His experience comprises teaching in the high school, 
Ipswich, Mass., principalship of the junior high and evening schools 
of the same town, and for the past two years"he was superinten- 
dent of the schools of Mansfield, Mass. He has done graduate 
work at the University of Chicago and Harvard University. The 
Committee feel sure that Mr. Westcott will have the co-opera- | 
tion of our people and that he will keep the schools of Walpole 
up to the highest standards possible. 

During the year there were nine resignations in our regular 
teaching force, seven of which were from the grade schools and 
two from the high school. Four of these teachers resigned to 
accept positions in other schools, three to go into business and two to 
accept superintendencies in other towns. The Committee realiz- 
ing that there would probably be a shortage of teachers were en- 
abled, through the generous appropriation given by the voters 
of the town, to establish maximum salaries which have kept our 
teaching force practically intact. 

The Gommittee desires to bring to the attention of the citi- 
zens of Walpole the fact that there still exists an acute shortage 
in the teaching profession. Only a few years ago several young 
men and women of Walpole were preparing in our Normal Schools 
for the teaching profession, whereas to-day we are unable to 
learn of a single case of a Walpole boy or girl attending Nor- 
mal School. While it is true that Walpole, by the generous treat- 
ment last year, was enabled to retain the services of most of its 
teachers, other towns are now paying larger salaries than we are.

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The Committee has prepared a budget covering salaries of 
teachers for next year by which they feel sure the proper standard 
of efficiency may still be maintained. The Committee ask for 
the co-operation of every citizen in the town in approving this 


budget. |

What does the new Superintendent report? 
To the School Committee of Walpole, Massachusetts: 


‘I present herewith my first report, the forty-fourth in the series 
of annual reports. A school report should be of. great interest 
to the public, the local teachers, and the outside profession. I 
have made especial effort to make it interesting, by emphasizing 


¥ 
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important developments, and including definite recommenda- 
tions, not only through the printed word but also through the 
supplementary use of chart, and table. The discussion will be 
confined to two main heads: First, a history of the year, and 
second, needs and recommendations. 


INTRODUCTION: What Heritage Has the War Left to 
Education? -For the first time in more than five years we are 
out from the shadow of war. It is fitting that we should at this 
time make a mental inventory of the heritage of the war to educa- 
tion. Our schools were quite upset—to their eventual benefit— 
during the period when our country was at war. The Junior 
Red Cross, Thrift and War Savings Stamps, Liberty Loans, con- 
stant appeals for relief and support from all sources, special even- 
ing classes, war gardens, war employment of minors and teachers, 
and shortage of fuel were among the influences quite distracting 
to our former peace-time schools. Many of. these influences 
have vanished, some remain, but the schools of this town and 
country fortunately will never be the same. | 

The infiuences which we hope will continue are many. The 
shock which the draft figures gave us was a tonic. We are now 
taking steps in education to meet the serious problems of phy- 
sical deficiency, uliteracy, ‘foreignism,’’ and low mentality. The 
brief span of the army work shows us that with a driving purpose 
these problems can and must in time be solved. The spirit 
of service is one which will not now be neglected in the schools 
as in the selfish days before the war. The crime of extravagance 
can only be expiated by a return to economy and saving through 
the teaching of thrift in the schools to the coming generations. 
Thrift stamps, let us hope, are permanent gains of the war. 

In the particular school subjects the change in point of view 
is marked. Never before did adults or children know so much 
about geography, international politics, economics and_ history. 
Stimulants have been acting in the study of modern languages, 
current events, agriculture, household sciences, physics, and 
chemistry. Education has found vital points of contact with 
real life which must be kept and emphasized at all hazards. 


WHAT HAVE THE SCHOOLS BEEN DOING? 


The discussion of the developments in the Walpole schools 
during the past year will be under two main headings: First, 
the material, and second, the educational progress.

A. Is Walpole Growing Bigger and Wealthier? 


The following table indicates the growth of Walpole during 
the last half century: (Figures are from Reports of the State 
Board of Education.)

*To each of these starred amounts should be’ 
added about $800,000, intangible property taken 
for taxation by the State under the recent Income 
Tax Law, the tax on which is returned to the 
Town. This reimbursement amounted in 1918 
to $20,662.07, and in 1919 to $21,201.88. 


This table and the chart drawn from it indicate that the wealth 
of Walpole has increased about three times as fast as its popu- 
lation in the last fifty years. 

The last ten years continue to show this same proportionate 
increase but indicate an’ exceptional gain in both population and 
wealth. The conclusion is that our schools must continue to 
_ grow because of greatly increasing population and can continue 
to develop because of more rapidly increasing wealth.

B. How Is the School Department Organized? 


The organization of our schools may best be shown by the use 
of a chart. An efficient school system must be organized upon 
the same fundamental bases as a progressive industry. The pub- 
lic are the stockholders in the business of education. Their board 
of directors, the School Committee, select a general superinten- 
dent to give expert service in the administration of the business. 
Under him are centered the various sub-divisions of the indus- 
try, the office force (clerk), specialists (supervisors), health agen- 
cies (doctors and nurse), and department managers (principals). 
Under the managers are the foremen (teachers) and under the 
foreman the workmen (pupils). The parents are the customers 
who are buying the finished product (education).

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Until this fall the School Department has had no definite rules 
or regulations as is customary and helpful in most communities. 
Upon recommendation of the superintendent tentative rules have 
been adopted and are now being revised by a special committee. 
These will be printed in convenient form for the guidance of school 
employees and others interested. They will indicate the duties 
of the various members of the staff and methods of procedure 
in school matters, and will fill a long-standing need. 


C. What of the School Buildings? 


The buildings as a whole are in good condition. When the 
new Bird School is completed, four out of six of the buildings will 
be of modern brick construction. 


STONE SCHOOL. Of the two remaining the Stone School 
is, with the exception of the toilets, well arranged, and in fairly 
good condition. The recent fireproofing of the basement has 
added to its safety. The classrooms themselves are, for an old 
building, well adapted to school work. The new boilers and 
automatic pump drain have served to make the school both warmer 
and dryer. 


NEW BIRD SCHOOL. The erection of the new Bird School 
at East Walpole is the most important event of the year to report. 
When this building is completed a serious overcrowded condition 
will be relieved. Unfortunately during the past year it has been 
absolutely impossible to have enough workmen on the job. Any- 
one familiar with schoolhouse construction would be unwilling 
to prophesy when the building will be completed. 
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BOYDEN SCHOOL. At the Boyden School, South Wal- 
pole, the furnace has been thoroughly repaired, including new 
linings, waterleg, grates, and cold air registers. This schoo! of 
two rooms is one of the two frame buildings in the system. It 
will be but a short time before this building, because of its age, 
size, heating, equipment, etc., must be replaced. This is a 
problem for development within a very few years. 


HIGH SCHOOL. The High School crowding has been re- 
lieved somewhat by the partitioning of the large first floor room 
into two smaller class rooms. When the Junior High School is 
established in East Walpole upon the opening of the new build- 
ing, there will be further relief to the high school in two ways. 
First, the three year Junior High School (7th and 8th grades and 
the ist year of high school) will take care of the East Walpole 
Freshmen in the new building. Second, it is possible to use the 
portable schoo! for high school manual. training quarters or in 
some other way to supplement the High School rooms. The 
School Committee has arranged for two’items of improvement 
worthy of note in the High School. It has contracted for a modern 
transformer battery set for the clocks, program bells and_ fire 
alarm. This will run upon Edison current and will replace 36 
dry cells. The old system has been a ‘constant repair expense 
and unreliable for that reason when most needed. A second 
improvement authorized has been planned since the building 
was built—-an inter-room telephone system. The wires are al- 
ready laid in the partitions and it is necessary only to provide 
the telephones and connect to the clock system for current. This 
will prove a great time saver to all connected with the High School 


FISHER AND PLIMPTON SCHOOLS. These two schools 
are in good condition. Later in the report I shall refer to the 
Fisher School under the heading, What are We Doing to Keep Pace 
with the Growth in School Population? and to the Plimpton School , 
under the heading, In What Way Shall We Develop the Junior 
High School? 


D. How do the Schools Spend Your Money ? 


In view of the increasing cost of every element contributing to 
the school expense, it is not surprising that the cost of public 
education is rising in Walpole as in every other community in 
the country. The salary increases of the past have not been 
commensurate with the advance in the cost of living or the de- 
mand for higher teaching efficiency but are the largest item in 
the school budget. There is also a constant and proper educational 
demand for smaller classes, a broader curriculum, more super- 
vision by experts, and a wider extension of school activities to 
such important pbases as kindergartens, evening schools, health 
and physical training. The heavy normal increase in the cost 
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of supplies, textbooks, coal, equipment, etc., is also a factor of 
importance in the increasing costs. 

The Board of Trade, and through it the town, has through 
the printed advertisement claimed proudly for Walpole the most 
completely developed school system of any town of its size in 
the State. This claim is not without substantial proof. With 
this advertisement abroad, however, the Town of Walpole has 
an obligation to meet in respect to its schools. 

The following is a table indicating how Walpole compares in 
school costs with other Massachusetts towns of similar size and 
wealth. The figures are taken from the last annual report of the 
- State Board of Education.

This list includes ten neighboring towns and ten other Massa- 
chusetts towns of varying size and wealth. Only three of the 
twenty towns have a lighter financial burden in proportion to their 
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per capita wealth for the maintenance of schools than Walpole. 
Only five towns have a higher valuation per inhabitant than Wal- 
pole, but eleven are spending more per pupil on their schools. 
Walpole is nearly at the bottom of the list for expenditure accord- 
ing to wealth. Seven out of nine of the towns spending less per 
pupil are really doing better than Walpole in proportion to their 
valuation. Tosummarize, Walpole spends about an average 
amount per pupil, but, having a very high per capita wealth, has 
a light financial burden for schools. 

In studying the expenses of the Walpole Schools it would be 
worth while to compare over a period of years the proportion of 
the total tax which has gone to the school department. As every- - 
one knows, our schools with 1400 children and 60 employees spend 
more money than any other department. Just how that has 
compared of late years and how much increases in school main- 
tenance costs have contributed to the total town expense may be 
seen by the graph shown herewith entitled, Large Increases in Wal- 
pole’s Expenditures are not Due to School Maintenance Costs.

The conclusion to this study is that the increases in the cost 
of maintaining schools in Walpole have been gradual and conser- 
vative, and that, over a period of years, the proportion of the 
total expenditures in Walpole devoted to the maintenance of the 
schools has become considerably less. This would seem to in- 
dicate that the school system of our town has not increased its 
maintenance costs comparable with the other departments of the 
town. This is due, I believe, to the fact that we are not paying 
adequate enough salaries to our teachers. 


Summary of the Material Progress of the Schools. 


1, Walpole’s wealth and population are increasing rapidly, the 
former three times as fast as the latter. 


2. Our schools must grow because of our increasing popula- 
tion; they can develop because of our increasing wealth.

Wuat EpUCATIONAL Procress Has BEEN MADE? 


As we look over the school system of Walpole we realize that 
its influence is felt in many ways throughout the community 
life. Nearly one quarter of the population is actually in school. 
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There is hardly a person who has not a near relative enjoying 
the privileges of the public schools. Moreover, the branches of 
the system spread out into types of activity well beyond the rou- 
tine limits of the schools of some of our neighboring conservative 
towns. Walpole is doing more than enforcing the compulsory 
education law between the ages of 7 and 14. Kindergartens have 
been established in two centers; supervisors of physical train- 
ing, music, and drawing, and special teachers in domestic science, 
and manual training are employed; the school nurse is a part 
of the system; and evening schools provide an opportunity for all 
who have left the day school system to continue study of any 
nature without expense.

A. What Is Your Town Doing to Obtain and Retain Good Teachers? 


More than ever before, this past year has emphasized the fact 
that good salaries are necessary to attract good teachers. The 
School Committee and the Town have realized this and increased 
the salaries of all teachers $200 per year last September and $100 
further January first. This has made it less difficult to retain 
many good teachers whom we should otherwise have lost and 
to secure good teachers to fill the gaps we could not prevent. (The 
changes: in the teaching force are shown in a table in the appen- 
dix.) The second essential for the retention of good teachers 
is a spirit of harmony and contentment throughout the system. 
This, I believe, exists, thanks to the good offices of Mr. Phipps, 
the retiring superintendent. Other teachers have been attrac- 
ted to our system because of a comparison of just this feature. 


B. What Are We Doing to Keep Pace with the Growth in School 
Population? 


BIRD SCHOOL. The conditions of overcrowding have been 
worse at the Bird School than anywhere else. First an assistant 
teacher was secured for the primary grades; then a second teacher 
added. Neither of these teachers had a room. The work had 
to be carried on in the same room with the regular teacher or in 
vestibules and anterooms. Next permission was secured from 
the Wednesday Club to use their building for the Kindergar- 
ten. 

This made available one more room at the Bird School. The 
Wednesday Club has proved a comfortable and convenient place 
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for the kindergarten and thanks are due to the women for their 
kindness. There still remained crowded conditions especially 
in two primary grades. The question of a platoon system was 
taken up with the Parent-Teacher Association and with the Par- 
ents through printed questionnaires. They agreed that such a 
move although inconvenient would be best for the education of 
their children. Accordingly after the Thanksgiving recess another 
teacher was employed, two sections of each of the first three grades 
were formed .and the first two grades were placed upon the 
platoon system. This arrangement, while a great improvement 
over the badly crowded classes, is admittedly a make-shift be- 
cause of the inconvenience and loss of time. It will be discon- 
tinued when the new building is completed. 


FISHER SCHOOL. This fall in the first two grades there 
were 44 pupils enrolled, 25 of them in the first grade. This is a 
larger number than the room was planned to hold and more than ~ 
one teacher can teach efficiently, especially since the children are 
beginners, there are two grades in a room, and there is a con- 
siderable foreign element. The principal has had three grades, 
the fifth, sixth, and seventh to teach, a complex and difficult prob- 
lem. February first a fourth room which has been used for sew- 
ing and assembly work will be opened as an additional class room. 
Obviously this wil] make far more efficient instruction. 


C. What is Being Done to Make Your School Organization More 
Democratic? 


The superintendent has felt that machinery should be developed 
to give teachers a better opportunity to take part in the adminis- 
tration of new policies and the development of old. A superin- 
tendent sometimes finds jt easy to become an autocrat and teachers 
often become resigned to a lack of independence, initiative and 
interest because of a system imposed from above. A _ superin- 
tendent must be a leader not a driver. He may be (he probably 
never is) wiser than any one else in the school system but he is 
certainly not wiser than the rest combined. 


Cabinet. 


Because of this feeling and because democratization of indus- | 
try is almost a ‘‘by-word of the times’’, several moves have been 
made. A cabinet has been already successfully organized to meet 
fortnightly with the superintendent. At present it is composed 
of the six principals. This cabinet is valuable to the school sys- 
tem because it provides a channel for frank discussion and proper 
organization of the problems and needs of the schools from the 
standpoint of the executives. This cabinet is representative of 
the leaders appointed by the School Committee. 
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Council. 


A plan for the organization of a council representing the teachers 
has been perfected and approved by them. This provides a channel 
for the proper recognition and remedy of any problems presented 
by the teachers. It makes a democratic clearing house for con- 
structive improvement in our education in Walpole. 


Parent-Teacher Associations. 


The School Committee and superintendent have encouraged 
the activities of these associations in the hope that they will pro- 
vide for democratic co-operation between school patrons and 
school teachers. Taking one step further the Committee has 
invited each of the three associations to choose a committee of 
three to meet from time to time with them for the discussion of 
proposed developments or existing conditions in the system. 


Pupil Participation. 


Even into the class room the spirit of democracy has gone. The 
teacher is no longer a czar. He is a leader. The less he says and 
does, and the more the children say and do (under his leader- 
ship) the better teacher he is. The pupils must participate 
to the fullest extent if they are to be educated to take their places 
as intelligent citizens of a democracy. 


D. Can We Know How Well Walpole Children Are Being Educated? 


There are three main ways in which we can study the efficiency 
of our system through (1) the holding power of the school, (2) the 
promotions and failures, and (3) the ability of pupils, both in- 
dividually and in groups, as measured by standardized tests. 


Holding Power of the School. 


A chart shown herewith pictures the fact that only one fifth 
of our children in Walpole finish high school. ‘The figures are 
those of the last class graduated from high school. Only seven 
out of ten of this class which entered first grade in 1907 reached 
the seventh grade, only six reached high school, and only two 
were graduated in 1919. Four fifths of our children never finish 
High School, two fifths never reached high school at all. What in- 
dustry would not be bankrupt if four fifths of the raw material were 
wasted in producing the finished product? We find fault with the 
finished product which enters college or shop from the high school 
graduating class. How much worse the indictment is when we | 
realize that four times as many have been turned out into life 
with even less education.

The OvercAged Pupils. 


The Table of Ages and Grades in the appendix points out an- 
other serious problem in our education. In many grades 10 per 
cent to 20 per cent of the children are too old. These pupils 
are retarded because of inability to do the work, either because 
the work is not well adapted to the pupil, or because the child 
has, through absence or laziness, lost ground which cannot be 
recovered. Proper adjustment of the course of study and stimu- 
lation of health and industry are the remedies. 


Spelling and Penmanship. 


We have made a beginning of a scientific study of our edu- 
cational progress in Walpole by means of standardized tests in 
spelling and penmanship. Space does not permit the tabula- 
tion of results but the evidence shows that, OUR CHILDREN 
SPELL WELL:COMPARED WITH CHILDREN IN 84 OTHER 
CITIES. Every grade except two shows a better average than 
other towns and cities throughout the country. 

Last spring a similar survey of penmanship was made, showing 
that WALPOLE CHILDREN HAVE POOR HANDWRITING. 
These results indicate that our children write fast enough. The 
quality of the penmanship becomes worse with each succeeding 
grade in contrast with the standards as set by pupils in other towns 
and cities. The upper three grades, from the sixth to the eighth 
are respectively three full grades below. This fact is apparent 
to anyone who has seen Walpole children write and has studied 
_ the penmanship work in other towns. The Palmer system whieh 
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: 


we use is the basis of good work in other schools. Special empha- 
sis by skilled teachers is necessary for a number of years if we 
would have our children on a par with those of other communi- 
ties in handwriting. | 
EK. What New Educational Opportunities Are Offered? — 

Each year should see some advance over the preceding year 
in the scope and value of the educational opportunities which our 
Town has to offer. The past year has been no exception. De- 


velopments have been made and plans thoroughly organized 
for a number of projects of far-reaching importance. 


Under-Weight Children. 


One of the most important new movements afoot in the Wal- 
pole Schools is the campaign for better health. Our Town has 
been very fortunate to secure the assistance of Dr. Wm. R. P. 
Emerson, one of the foremost nutrition specialists in the country, 
in planning the work. Dr. Emerson has undertaken similar work 
for the City of Chicago and the State of Minnesota and is will- 
ing to work with Walpole as.a test town of small size. Malnourished 
children are sick children and cannot do good school work. 

At this writing (January 3rd) all the school children have been 
weighed and measured. Most of us recognize that relative weight 
for height and age is an important index to good health. The 
following is a summary of the weighing and measuring of our 
children 
| 1/3 are underweight 
1/5 are from 7 percent to 19 percent underweight

Special classes are planned for the malnourished children. A 
thorough physical examination for defects wili be made preferably 
in the presence of the parent. With the permission of the parent 
the child will when necessary be relieved of some of the strain 
of school work. The diet will be carefully checked. Rest periods 
will be insisted upon. The activities of the child will be guarded 
for the 24 hours of the day. Each week the gains or losses will be 
noted in graphic form and proper action taken. Competition 
between children will be stimulated. Study of the physical, 
mental, and scholastic growth will be made. If any parent is 
unwilling to cooperate to this extent, the pupil will be left in the 
regular class but comparisons will be made to show the advan- 
tages of the nutrition classes. Miss M. F. Chamberlain, R. N. 
has direct charge of the work in the schools, as a nutrition teacher, 
in cooperation with the school physicians and nurse. :

Americanization. 

The Board of Trade appointed this fall an Americanization 
Committee. The movement is itself an educational one which 
the School Department has recognized for years in the classes 
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for foreigners in the evening schools. These classes are but a 
limited part of the proposed activity of the Board of Trade Com- 
mittee. A large Committee has been appointed representa- 
tive of all parts of the town life, social, racial, religious, indus- 
trial, political. and educational. Sub-committees have been 
appointed for classes with women in the homes, classes in the 
Industries, Women’s Club Health Clinic, Evening School, and 
Publicity. The main aims of this work are (1) a 100 percent 
English speaking town, (2) more naturalized citizens (8) more 
and better service to community, state, and nation in Walpole. 
In the Americanization as in the Health Campaign we are ex- 
pecting great developments during the coming year. 


"New Subjects in the Course of Study. 


Several extensions in the school work have been made during 
the past year. In February a physical training supervisor was 
appointed to take charge of all the work for the grades and the 
girls’ work in the high school. Already a man athletic instructor 
for the high school had been an established custom. ‘This is in 
keeping with the ever-growing conviction that the schools to 
properly educate children must keep them in good physical condition. 

In the High School a departure has been made which has for 
several years found favor in other sections of the country. Credit 
is now given for musical study under private teachers. The 
proper amount of outside study and progress, as indicated by ex- 
aminations conducted by an outside authority, are necessary in 


order to receive credit. This gives the pupil a chance to special-\ 


ize in his music without interfering with his school work.  In- 
strumental music is an important phase of education which has 
heretofore been neglected in our local public school program. 

Another step in the right direction in the high school is the be- 
ginning of supervised study. By lengthening the school day half 
an hour, longer periods have been provided, alternating daily 
morning and afternoon. Thus one day’s program makes pro- 
vision for supervised study as part of the class periods in the morn- 
ing; the following day makes provision for supervised study 
in the afternoon classes. The principal reports that all are pleased 
with the success of the trial and would not return to the old sys- 
tem. This should mean less home study although no investigation 
has yet been made. - 

Grades six, seven, and eight at the Bird, Plimpton, and Stone 
Schools are now arranged upon a departmental basis. That is, 


the teachers teach all three grades, according to a program of classes 


as in the high school, and specialize in certain subjects. The 
children pass from one teacher to another at the end of each period. 
This is the first step toward the organization of junior high schools. 


Summary of Educational Progress 


1. Walpole has a well developed system, including evening schools, 
kindergartens, a school nurse, supervisors of physical train- 
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ing, music and drawing, and special teachers of manual train- 
ing and domestic science. 


2. Salaries of teachers have been increased, making possible 
the retention and the election of good teachers during the 
past year. 


3. Teachers have been added and the platoon system introduced 
at the Bird School because of overcrowded conditions. 


4. Another room will be opened and a teacher added at the 
Fisher School February first, because of overcrowded con- 
ditions. 


5. <A principals’ cabinet and a. teachers’ council have been or- 
ganized to provide proper representation and channels for 
the presentation and discussion of educational needs and their 
solution. 


6. Only one fifth of our Walpole Children finish High School. 


7. In many grades from 10 percent to 20 percent of the pupils 
are over the normal age. . 


8. Our children spell well. 
9. Our children have poor handwriting. 


10. A health campaign of great importance to the-malnourished 
child is under way. 


11. Americanization work is organized. 


12. A woman physical training supervisor has been added to

13. The high school grants credit for outside music study.

WHAT ARE THE NEEDS OF THE WALPOLE SCHOOLS? 
WHAT DOES THE SUPERINTENDENT RECOMMEND? 
A. How Much Should Teachers’ Salaries Be Increased? 


Everyone takes it for granted, I assume, that salaries must 
be increased if we are to have good teachers or teachers at all . 


for that matter. Valuable as school buildings and equipment 


are, important as transportation and heat are, desirable as school 
committees, superintendents, principals and janitors are, schools 
cannot exist for a moment without teachers. It is no longer a 


question of the increase in cost of living compared with increase 


in teachers’ salaries, important as that consideration is. We 
are now face to face with a teacher shortage. Not only that but 
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the quality of the teachers still in profession is progressively poorer 
each month as the best teachers are lured or driven out. Thou- 
sands of schools in this country are without teachers. Here in 
New England alone there is a shortage of hundreds of teachers. 
At the present writing four superintendencies in Massachusetts 
are without superintendents until the State makes public a new 
approved list. It is not even a question of the comparison of 
the salaries of teachers and other kinds of workmen, astounding 
as that is. The question is simply, is Walpole going to lead or 
follow the procession. We must lead if our schools are to remain 
open and efficient. It might be well to indicate the salaries paid 
in other near-by towns and cities. It would be almost useless, 
however, as it would be out of date before it came from the press. 
The State Board agents tell me that they cannot tell salary con- 
ditions from one week to the next because of the state of flux. 
The common experience of your Superintendent recently has been 
to offer considerably higher salaries to teachers in smaller and 
poorer towns only to find that the towns would raise the teachers 
almost any amount to meet the offer. And so teachers’ salaries 
are rising. Even before the increased cost of living, teachers’ 
salaries were notoriously low, so that this misfortune of teacher 
shortage may be a blessing in disguise if it establishes eventually 
a salary schedule comparable with the years of training and ex- 
perience necessary to qualify for educational work. 


B. Why Do We Need Uniform ae Texts and More Supplemen- 
tary Books? 


One of the wants of our system is uniformity of basic texts in 
the various schools. At present this is found in very few instances. - 
The result is inconvenience and inefficiency. When a pupil moves 
from one section of town to another, from one school to another 
or from one grade to the next, he is likely to meet an entirely dif- 
ferent set of text books. J recommend adoption and purchase 
as soon as possible of uniform texts in the Walpole Schools es- 
pecially in arithmetic, spelling, language, and literature. The 
best possible book should be obtained in each case after the opinions 
of the teachers and the outside profession have been carefully 
weighed. In some cases the books now in use in one of the build- 
ings may be selected, but, in any case, it is possible and desirable 
to turn in the old books of other sets to the publishers, since a 
liberal discount is allowed on this exchange regardless of the con- 
‘ dition of the book. 

There is also considerable need of supplementary sets of books, 
particularly in reading, geography, history, civics, hygiene, and 
for the High School Library. In view of these pressing needs 
I recommend an increase in the budget estimate for books so that 
the total amount will be between $2.50 and $3.00 per pupe per 
year.

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C. In What Way Shall We Develop The Junior High Schools? 


Kast Walpole. 


The development of the Junior High School in our Town, ob- 
viously should be in the two centers, Walpole and Hast Walpole. 
Plans should be completed for the proper organization of a Junior 
High School in the new Bird School on the six-three-three plan 
(i. e. six years elementary, three years junior high, and three years 
senior high school). The new quarters for Manual Training and 
Domestic Science and the auditorium will add greatly to the suc- 
cess of the Junior High School in East Walpole. 


Walpole Center. 


The Plimpton School is the building best fitted and located for 
the development of the Junior High School in the center. J recom- 
mend the transfer of the seventh and eighth grades from the Stone 
School during the summer and the seventh grade from the Fisher 
School at some future time. It will be necessary to partition 
the two large halls at the Plimpton School into two rooms each. . | 
This will provide for the immediate need of two more Junior 
High School rooms, a separate room for each grade in the present 
A4th-5th grade combination and the present sewing room. ‘This 
building already has the domestic science equipment and the 
High School adjoining has the Manual Training. IH desirable 
in any instances there is a good opportunity for interchange of 
teachers with the high school. In making this change it is highly 
advantageous to have movable partitions on at least one floor 
so that the rooms may be thrown open for assembly work. It 
would also be well if these two rooms were equipped with movable 
furniture so that they might be used as a gymnasium or play- 
room. 


D. Js More Supervision by Experts Needed ? 


The answer is ‘‘yes’’, in two directions, (1) in the subject of 
penmanship, and (2) in the grammar and Junior High School 
principalships. Earlier in the report there is presented evidence 
that our children have particularly poor handwriting. Penman- 
ship teaching is a special branch and requires special training just 
as much as music or drawing does. Many towns, including the 
one in which I was recently employed have a penmanship super- 
visor. Walpole should have a supervisor at least for part time 
until the quality of the writing of our children is no longer below 
standard. 

The three largest grade buildings, with from eight to thirteen 
teachers each have men principals who are also full-time teachers. 
Principals with administrative responsibility of this weight should 
have at least half time for supervisory and executive work. We 
hold each to account for the work of his building. He cannot be 
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fully accountable, however, unless he has full authority and au- 
thority is certainly limited when he is a full-time teacher. 

Under present conditions except in music and drawing and in 
the High School, the superintendent is the only one free to super- 
vise the work of the schools. His time is of necessity largely taken . 
up with organizing new developments and plans, securing com- 
petent teachers, business management, conference with school 
patrons, janitors and committee, publicity and record of school 
activities and a host of other matters quite foreign to the actual 
class room work. Even the time available for school supervision 
must be divided between fifty classes in a half. dozen widely separa- 
ted schools. 

For these two reasons outlined, the responsibility of the prin- - 
cipal for his school, and the divided interests of the superinten- 
dent, the principals of the Bird, Plimpton, and Stone Schools 
should be free about half time for administrative and supervisory 
duties. ‘Teaching assistants will undoubtedly be necessary to make 
this possible. It may be quite feasible in the case of the Stone 
and Plimpton Schools to have a teacher divide her time morning 
and afternoon between them. 


. Summary of Recommendations. 
A flat increase large: enough to hold our good teachers. 
2. Uniform basic texts and more supplementary books. 


Two Junior High Schools, one in the new Bird School and 
one in the Plimpton School, with proper rooms and equip- 
ment. 


4. Penmanship supervisor. 
5. Time for supervision by principals. 
Conclusion 


In closing let me express my appreciation of the hearty co-oper- 
ation which I, a newcomer, have received from the School Com- 
mittee and the townspeople of Walpole.

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REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Mr. Ralph W. Westcott, Superintendent of Schools, 
Walpole, Mass. 


Dear Sir:— 


I submit herewith my annual report as principal of the Walpole 
High School: 

The enrolment of the school for the year is 271, an increase of 
13 over last year, and of 32 in the past three years. This increase 
in enrolment is taxing the seating capacity of the building, and 
has made necessary the division of one of our largest class rooms 
into two rooms that sufficient opportunity for recitations may be 
had. Already the chemical laboratory and the room formerly 
devoted to cooking classes have been fitted with armchairs and 
are being used constantly for recitation purposes. Freehand 
and mechanical drawing classes have no properly equipped room 
but are conducted under the handicaps of the conventional class- 
rooms, having been crowded out of the room formerly assigned 
them. If any considerable increase in enrolment is anticipated 
at the beginning of the next school year, further increase in seat- 
ing capacity should be planned. 

With any increase in enrolment will come, also, the desirability 
of adding another teacher, in order that classes may be kept down 
in number of pupils to a size conducive to successful work. His- 
tory, science, and elementary mathematics and language cannot 
be advantageously handled in sections numbering much over 
twenty-five pupils, yet these classes this year have ranged from 
thirty to forty-two pupils. 

For the first time in several years the school has opened with 
but one change in the teaching force, Miss Charlotte Frye suc- 
ceeding Miss Margaret Shea as teacher of English. Miss Mildred 
Drew has been added to the force as teacher of Commercial sub- 
jects. The necessity for few changes is fortunate, indeed, at a 
time when most schools have been under the handicap of numerous 
changes, and in a year which promises to be the first in several 
to be normal. Continuity of work, or any degree of consistent 
progress, has been almost an impossibility in school in view of 
the disruptions of the past three years, and a stable teaching 
force is one of the most assuring features in this task of regaining 
our stride. 

The transportation problem that has been so vexing to the 
whole Town has been at times particularly vexing to us. It has 
been no uncommon occurrence for from twenty to eighty pupils 
to be late in reaching school because of failure of busses to keep 
their schedules. Since the change in the management of the bus 
lines, however, while there is still some irregularity, the general 
situation is greatly improved so far as the High School is concerned. 
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There is evidence of a desire to accommodate us, which was not 
always true during September and early October, and the ser- 
vice at present is not such as to cause any great inconvenience, 
unless winter weather disarranges it. 

The experiment of organizing our classes on the basis of super- 
vised study is being tried out. Three periods each day have been 
lengthened to an hour each, the program being so arranged that 
no one period received the extra time on two days in succession. 
From twenty to thirty minutes of the lengthened period is devoted 
to study under the direction of the teacher handling the subject 
studied. While this arrangement has made necessary the lengthen- 
ing of the session by half an hour, it should have reduced the 
amount of home study necessary for the pupil considerably more 
than that amount. As yet, it is, of course, impossible to get any 
definite knowledge of the results for the time since the plan was 
put into effect is too short to draw any conclusions. Just how 
any comparison can be made without statistics of the past readily 
available is somewhat of a problem, anyway. However, other 
schools which have given the system a fair trial seem to have 
found it satisfactory. The opinion of our teachers seems to be 
that it is eminently a success, and J find not one who would prefer 
to return to the former method. 

Student activities are being conducted asin former years. Several 
enjoyable class parties have been held. A Glee Club has been 
organized amongst the girls under the direction of Miss Crafts 
of the faculty. A play ““My Friend from India’ will be given 
during the winter for the benefit of athletics. Through the en- 
thusiasm and generosity of the pupils, we were easily able to se- 
cure our one hundred percent membership in the Junior Red Cross 
for the school, and as a result our girls are able, under the super- 
vision of Miss Metcalf, to continue their work of the past few years 
in this direction. 

The library organized last year, has become under the manage- 
ment of Miss Gindele a decided success, and its value cannot be 
- over emphasized. Its three hundred odd volumes have been com- 
pletely catalogued, and are now in such arrangement as to be avail- 
able to all pupils of the school, but the number of volumes should 
be greatly increased. Splendid co-operation has been secured 
from the public library, so that not only do we have from that 
source reference books for special subjects on our shelves, but 
selected fiction and non-fiction which are loaned out to pupils 
in exactly the same way as at the public library. One of the 
needs now is subscriptions to standard magazines. We are re-- 
ceiving “The Mentor,” ‘The Scientific American,’ and ‘The 
National Geographic,” as the gifts of pupils of the school, but 
there are a number of others that we should be receiving regularly. 
That the library is more and more serving its purpose may be gathered 
by comparing the figures for the entire month of September with 
those for the first two weeks of December in the following table, 
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and by bearing in mind the fact that the library is not available 
for pupils’ regular use three periods a day, because of lack of time 
on the part of the teachers to take charge of it.

REPORT OF DRAWING SUPERVISOR 


Superintendent of Schools, 
Walpole, Mass. 
Dear Sir :— 


I hardly feel qualified to make a formal report on the work in 
drawing for the year. The three months and a half that I have 
been here seem fo have gone very quickly. I can only tell how 
I found the work in drawing and what I am trying to do. 

The work in drawing is planned to teach three things—simple 
representation, construction and appreciation or design. 

The aim in representation is to show the children how to draw 
well enough to give them another way of expressing their ideas 
—not necessarily perfectly, but with enough accuracy to make 
their ideas understood. 

The object of the work in construction is (1) in free construc- 
tive thinking, enabling the children to think out a means of obtaining 
a desired result. (2) In dictated construction, to teach and give 
practice in following a given working drawing. 

The work in appreciation or design is to develop the power of 
knowing and enjoying beauty—whether it is in a picture, a dress, 
the arrangement of furniture, or the colors of a rug. 

The work in all the grades is of a high average. Not only is 
the children’s work good but their state of mind toward draw- 
ing is excellent. They are willing and responsive. This is one 
of the greatest factors in successful work in drawing. It seems 
to me far more important than so-called ‘“‘talent.’’ The credit 
for this attitude in the grade is due, I think, to the room teachers. 

The work in the High School has started very well. There 
is the same spirit of willingness to put a deal of time and thought 
and outside work into the problems. There are a number of 
pupils who have more than the ordinary amount of talent, and 
some who are planning to go on to an Art School after leaving 
High School. 

The classes are small but aslarge as can be conveniently handled 
in the room we are now using. We are seriously handicapped by 
having no room that is fitted for a drawing room. High School 
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drawing can not be carried on to the best advantage in a crowded 
room. If it is impossible to have a room for use for drawing alone, 
it would help greatly to have a room where the seats are not fas- 
tened to the floor or where there is more empty floor space. 

I would like to say again how strongly I feel that the success 
of the drawing course depends upon the cooperation of the room 
teachers. I feel greatly indebted to them for their help.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC

Dear Mr. Westcott :— 


It gives me great pleasure in making my report upon the music 
in Walpole schools, to voice my appreciation of the splendid co- 
operation of the teachers, and the enthusiasm of the children, both 
of which have made my connection with the work most encourag- 
ing and happy. 

I found the work most efficiently organized along the lines which 
we advocate at Boston University by Mrs. Daimpre who preceded 
me. In the year and a half of her service, she was most success- 
ful in arousing a keen interest in music study, and in initiating 
those methods of sight singing, which give the student along with 
that enjoyment which a constantly increasing power to read and 


interpret in the language of song promotes a mental and social — 


training which is of unusual educational value. 
My effort has been to standardize the work for onela grade in 
accordance with the suggested State requirements, and to the 


general practice which obtains in schools where the B. U. methods _ 


have been in use for several years. With this in mind, I have 
prepared schedules for each grade, definitely outlining the work 
for each week throughout the school year. In some cases ow- 
ing to insufficient grounding, these schedules will be only ap- 
proximately covered this year. But in the main, the work is mov- 
ing along according to schedule. This has meant much intensive 
work in the upper grades. They were about a year behind in 
technical matter, and below normal in the amount of material 
covered. In spite of this handicap the work goes forward with 


evident enjoyment and interest. Another year will mark a great _ 


advance, for the teachers will have had the experience of work- 
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ing with the new schedule, and the children the training of an- 
gee year to supplement their previous training along similar 
ines. 

I hope to stimulate a taste for good tone, and a feeling for the 
appropriate and beautiful in singing, as well as to put the tech- 
nical end of the subject on a solid basis. Already there are classes 
where much has been accomplished in these respects. A course 
in listening, illustrated by the phonograph should be considered 
as a further advance in the interpretive side of our music study. 
I recommend that such a course have a definite place in our plans 
for next year. 

May I again express my appreciation of the spirit of loyalty 
and helpfulness which makes my. work in Walpole a real pleasure 
and satisfaction. !

I submit my annual report of drawing and manual training in 
the Walpole Public Schools. 

In the shop work of the grades, the many problems being worked 
out are in most cases chosen by the boys themselves, each problem 
answering a definite need. 

In the High School in the practical arts course several pieces 
of cabinet work are under way and many school projects have 
been completed. The pupils themselves plan and make a work- 
ing drawing of each job before it is started. The course in me- 
chanical drawing covers the ground usually found in first year work. 

An exhibition is being planned for next spring which I hope 
will give the townspeople a good idea of the work being done in 
this department. | 

Lack of room for both drawing and shop work and the poor 
bench equipment are the three chief conditions that need to be 
improved upon. The possibility of moving and making use of 
the portable building at East Walpole may prove to be a solution 
for the lack of room. |

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


Mr. Ralph W. Westcott, Superintendent of Schools, 
Dear Sir :— 


During the school year the usual routine inspection of pupils 
has been made in all the schools. Children were excluded from 
school for the following: scarlet fever, whooping cough, mumps, 
ivy poisoning, impetigo, infected throats, and pediculosis. In 
suspicious throat cases, cultures were taken and returned to the 
Board of Health. 

Talks on personal cleanliness and general hygiene were given 
in all the schools. Minor injuries received on the school grounds 
were cared for. Children reported ill were visited by the nurse 
in their homes. 

Sight and hearing tests were given and notices were sent to 
the parents and guardians. Twenty-four children have been 
provided with glasses by their parents since the notices were 
sent. This proves that parents are willing cooperate for the 
welfare of their children. 

Three gross of tooth brushes were sold in the schools at a small 
price. Dr. W. H. Maguire and Dr. H. L. Banks gave very in- 
structive and interesting illustrated lectures on the care of the 
teeth to the pupils in the Bird and Stone School.

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REPORT OF BUILDING COMMITTEE 
New East Walpole Schoolhouse. 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 


The Joint Building’ Committee herewith submits its report 
for the year ending, December 31, 1919. 

Advertisements for proposals and bids on new Bird School 
were duly published in local papers in accordance with Town 
By-Laws, and bids were received and opened May 5th, at the office 
of the architect, Mr. R. Clipston Sturgis, Boston. 

The lowest figure for the work was from Mr. M. I. O’Connor 
of Northampton, Mass., whose bid was $139,900.00. Mr. 
O’Connor came well recommended, having constructed success- 
fully and satisfactorily many large buildings of a similar character, 
among them the Massachusetts Agricultural College, Amherst, 
Mass., the New London Coast Guard Academy, New London, 
Conn., Westboro State Hospital, Westboro, Mass., and the North- 
ampton State Hospital, Northampton, Mass. 

On the recommendation of Architect R. Clipston Sturgis, and 
the Committee, he was requested to hold this bid open for a short 
time until we obtained the necessary authority and appropriation 
from the town, to award this contract to him. This was done 
on July 10, 1919 and the contract formally given and accepted. 

Unfortunately for the contractor and the 'Town, the shortage 
of labor has very seriously interfered with the progress of the 
work. This delay is no greater than that experienced by many 
other contractors in this line of work. 

The present indications are that the building will not be ready 
for occupancy until September, 1920. At this date the foun- 
dations are all in, outside walls and partition walls are up to the 
second floor. The plumbing, heating, and electrical work is carried 
along as fast as the progress of the building will permit. 

A clerk of the works is constantly on the grounds to protect 
the Town’s interest as to quality of work, material etc., and we 
believe we are getting a first-class building in every respect.
